HE COMPLETE and effectual absorption of the 
Democracy of New York City by triumphant

Of this chadwicky 
sort of opposition to Tammany, there is, it is true, a plenty. But it is not 
likely to be very terrifying to Tammany. The most conspicuous foes of 
the Tiger despise all usual and political methods of warfare, and delight in 
substituting schemes of their own which sometimes seem to have been 
conceived in the world of comic opera. Their attacks are planned in con- 
formity with a theory which is inexpressibly dear to them, perhaps from the 
force of old associations, that every member of the Tammany organization 
is naturally and inevitably a thug, a murderer, a thief and incendiary, 
a forger and embezzler, a pickpocket, and in his lighter and happier 
moments, a drunkard. In view of ‘the fact that Tammany is giving a 
most remarkable object-lesson in the art of supplying a great dea! of good 
municipal government for a comparatively small amount of money, such 
attacks do little more than to excite a sentiment of kindly regard in the 
public mind for the people so unreasonably pestered and annoyed.

The only real danger that at present threatens the permanence of 
Tammany’s rule lies in an abuse of power, not on the part of Tammany’s 
leaders, but on the part of the rank and file of Tammany’s distyict leaders 
and workers. Tammany’s leaders are not only anything but the thugs 
which the vehement reformers are fond of calling them, but they are men 
of far too solid qualities to lose their heads in the intoxication of success, 
and to betray the people who have reposed confidence in them. They may 
be about to commit a serious and irretrievable mistake in the destruction 
of the City Hall; but in the main their plans for municipal extension and 
improvement seem to be sound and wise. But the average district leader 
is quite another sort of man, as a rule. He may be a very good leader 
and a very honest sort of fellow, too, without having the force of character 
or the moral balance to withstand the temptations of undisturbed and 
unchallenged supremacy. 
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In the old days, what with the County Democrats and the Republicans, 
there was generally enough practical opposition to Tammany in an ordinary 
district to keep the Tammany leader ‘‘hustling,” even if it accomplished 
nothing more; and this wes a good thing for the Tammany leader and for 
the district. It kept him in touch with the people and forced him to exert 
his energies in their behalf. He held his position largely by virtue of his 
ability to find out what the people wanted and to get it for them. Now 
that he has what he himself would call a walk-over, this incentive to well- 
doing is removed; and he must be a very exceptional man of his class 
if he does not find himself exposed in its stead to a strong temptation to 
play the local tyrant and to forget that those who made him can unmake. 
We are inclined to hope that this temptation will prove too strong for 
Tammany’s subalterns — not that we take pleasure in seeing good citizens 
subjected to the arrogant oppressicn of small political besses; but that we 
think it may do them good to realize through experience one of the evils 

‘inherent in all factional government, and to learn for themselves a simple 
truth which seems to many strangely difficult of comprehension — that it 
is quite possible to admit that Tammany is at the present day dealing in 

-an‘uncommonly good line of municipal government; that Mayor Grant 
was a very good mayor; that Mayor Gilroy will probably be as good, and 
will undoubtedly try to be better; and that New York is an eminently 
desirable place to live in—without saying that it is a wise thing for New 
York to substitute the will of Tammany for the will of the Democracy.
